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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed 1/29/2010. Claims 1-36 are 
pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-3, 6-10, and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kuroda et al (US 6,585,165) (hereinafter Kuroda) in view of Reddy 
(US 20020094639 A1). 

Re claims 1 , 2, 8 and 9: Kuroda teaches an IC card including: 
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a label substratum (1 ) over which an antenna (2) is formed; 

an integrated circuit device (3) provided in contact with the label substratum; 

a separating sheet (15), wherein the separating sheet is configured to be peeled 
from the adhesive (14); 

an adhesive (14) provided between the label substratum (1) and the separating 
sheet (15); and 

wherein the antenna and the integrated circuit device are connected through a 
cross wiring. (See figure 1 B; col. 3, lines 9+) 

Kuroda fails to specifically teach or fairly suggest wherein the integrated circuit 
device is a thin film integrated circuit device including a thin film transistor. 

Reddy discloses a RFID tag having an integrated circuit device including a thin 
film transistor (see paragraphs 0027-0029). In view of Reddy's teaching, it would have 
been obvious to an artisan of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to employ the well known thin film transistor to the teachings of Kuroda in order to 
reduce the manufacturing cost of the IC card. 

Re claims 3 and 10: Kuroda as modified by Reddy teaches a protective layer 
(outer film 13) comprising a single layer formed on a lower surface of the integrated 
circuit device (see figure 1 B; col. 3, lines 14-18). Kuroda fails to specifically teaches 
wherein the protective layer (13) contains silicon oxide, silicon nitride or silicon 
oxynitride. 
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Reddy discloses a substrate having a layer of silicon nitride (see paragraph 
0015). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to employ a silicon nitride material to the teachings of Kuroda in 
order to effectively protect the electrical components in the IC card. 

Re claims 6, 7, 13 and 14: Kuroda as modified by Reddy fails to specifically 
teach wherein a size of the integrated circuit device is 0.09 to 25 mm A 2; and wherein a 
thickness of the integrated circuit device is 0.1 to 3 urn (see col. 4, lines 55+). However, 
it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to use an integrated circuit 
device having a particular size as recited in the claims, since such a modification would 
have involved a mere change is the size of a component. A change in size is generally 
recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 
237 (CCPA1955). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 5, 1 1 , and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 15-36 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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Re claims 4 and 1 1 : The prior of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to 
teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction with other limitations in the claims, wherein in the 
case where the protective layer is formed on the upper surface and the lower surface of 
the thin film integrated circuit device, it is placed the thin film integrated circuit device at 
a position of (d/2) +- 30 urn or less when a total thickness of the thin film integrated 
circuit device and the top and bottom protective films is d. 

Re claims 5 and 12: The prior of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to 
teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction with other limitations in the claims, wherein a 
semiconductor film of the thin film transistor included in the thin film integrated circuit 
device contains hydrogen or halogen of 0.0005 to 5 atomic %. 

Re claim 15-18, 23-26, 31, 32 and 36: The prior of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction with other limitations in the 
claims, an insulating layer over the antenna; and a wiring formed on the insulating layer, 
wherein the wiring is connected to the antenna through a contact hole formed in the 
insulating layer. 

Re claim 19-22, 27-30, and 33-35: The prior of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction with other limitations in the 
claims, an internal substratum having a first surface and a second surface opposing to 
the first surface; an antenna formed over the first surface of the internal substratum; and 
a wiring formed on the second surface of the internal substratum, wherein the wiring is 
electrically connected to the thin film transistor and a part of the antenna through a 
contact hole formed in the internal substratum. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3, 6-10, 13 and 14 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
